war loans. Each year there is to be, 
drawing for bonds for redemption, 
and in the first forty years about 
three billion marks will be repaid. 
But the surprising feature is that 
there is to be no interest, or at least 
a return bearing that name. There 
is to be a bonus’of five per cent. per 
annum, but payment of this is with- 
held until the bonds are drawn and 
paid, when the bonus is paid also, A 
bond drawn for repayment at the end 
of the first year will be entitled to 
a bonus, or interest of fifty marks. 
As the end of five years the bonus 
would: be 250. marks. 

There is no interest on the, defer- 
red payment of interest, and this 
means that on the whole sum paid 
in, there is an accumulation of inter- 
est for the Government. This fund 
is the reservoir from which the ten 
millionaires are to be created each 
year. As the interest on five billion 
marks at five per cent. would be 
twenty-five million marks, most of it 
deferred, there would be ample to; 
allow for the payment of ten millions 
to ten individuals, especially as in 
the course of time, interest upon the 
interest would accumulate. But the 
German financial genius that. con- 
ceived this scheme would go further. 
Twice each year there are to be lot- 
tery drawings, at which there will 
be 2,500 prizes, with total prize 
money of 25,000,000 marks. The 
maximum is five prizes of a million 
marks each, and the lowest is a thou- 
sand prizes of a thousand marks 
each. In addition to this, every se- 
cond certificate or bond drawn for 
repayment gets a bonus of a thou- 
sand marks if drawn during the first 
thirty years, two thousand marks if 
drawn during the ensuing ten years, 
and four thousand marks if drawn 
during the last forty years. That is, 


watched the progress of the search 
for her. It happened in 1906. Gales 
blew her off her run and carried her 
south over the Pacific nearly to Hono- 
lulu. Ultimately she limped into 
Puget Sound, after what was said to 
be one of the most remarkable of the 
many remarkable experiences of the 
brave ships of the north Pacific. 

When the top of Mt. Katmai, Alas- 
ka’s great volcano, blew off in 1912 
the Dora was calling at villages along 
Sherikoff Island. She was caught in 
a smothering cloud of dust and vol- 
canic ash. In stygian darkness she 
fought a gale for two days to get 
away from danger. Her path was 
light by lightning and the noise of 
her engines was drowned by the 
mountain’s roars. Ashes covered her 
decks and penetrated into every part 
of her hold. 

As a life-saver the Dora had a re- 
cord higher than any other boat in 
Western Alaska waters. In 1906 she 
picked up passengers of the wrecked 
ship St. Paul, who had been ma- 
rooned six weeks on Semedi Island. 
In 1909 she rescued passengers of 
the cannery ship Columbia, and in 
1912 she brought back the men and 
women from off the wrecked Olym- 
pia. In all, she has saved hundreds 
of lives. 

And now the Dora has gone south 
for good. Her owners, the Alaska 
Steamship Company, it is said, took 
her off the westward run when the 
Government abolished the Alaska 
mail contracts, one of the big items 
in the Dora’s earnings.

The act prohibits the ‘‘selling, fitting 
or supplying of eyeglasses from 
house to house or in any other man- 
ner than from a permanent place of 
| business. Penalties of $10 to $100 
are provided for those who violate 

the act and similar fines for persons 
who call themselves “optometrist” or 
“optician” unless‘entitled to do so.”

Any old subscriber has the 
right, after twenty years, to call for | 
payment of bonds, but there will be 
a discount of ten per cent. on them. | 
This gigantic gamble ‘is the first effort | 
of the Socialist Government to raise | 
money, and the result will be watched 
with curious interest.-Teronto Mail 
and Empire.

Six-mile Walk Per Day Not Too Much’ 
for Office Man. 


“Exercise is almost as impo 
in the conservation of health as 
diet,” says the New York Medical 
Journal in an editorial on. “Walking 
and Working.” “Sedentary workers,” _ 
it says, ‘‘or those who lead an inde 
life trom compulsién ‘or choice 
should take a certain amount of out~ 
door exercise daily with the same 
regularity and care that they take 
their food. A great many of the gas- 
tro-intestinal diseases which afflict 


sedentary workers and which fre. 


quently lead to serious disease are 
due to lack of or insufficient exer- 
cise In the open air. According to 
Dr. Leonard Hill, the well-known 


British authority, in a pamphlet on- 


scientific ventilation issued by the 
British Medical Research Commit- 
tee, sedentary workers) should ration 
their outdoor exercise; which, in his 
opinion, should never be less than 
walking six miles daily or the equiva~ 


lent in work in a garden or _ the 


land. 

“Unfortunately, the average ‘nadeus 
tary workers does not ration his out- 
door exercise in accordance with his 
bodily needs, but, as a rule, takes 
only that amount of exercise as go- 
ing to and from work requires of him, 
Generally speaking, the measure of 
his daily walk is the distance between 
his home and the railway depot at 
one end and his office and the railway 
depot at the other. Proximity to @ 
depot in-an allurement, often 2 fatal 
allurement, to the sedentary worke®, 
It shortens the time needed to-reach 
the office,

talk, but from what and how came 


the orchestral instruments? 

We will go back to the beginning 
and review from the days of the sav- 
age. The savages danced around the 
big fire. weird dancing. jumping 
dancing and yet this dancing was re- 
gular: and rhythmical, . but not #80 
graceful as we now understand danc 
ing. Now with all dancing there 
must accompany it rhythmicat ex- 
pression or noise to announce the 
strong and weak accent. This was 
done by the Orchestra, (3 persons 
clapping their hands) emphasing the 
rhythm The hand clapping formed 
the natural instrument. Following 


this the rattles, clappers and drums 
were invented, these giving more 
taps producing variations with great 
er expression, which was heard at & 


greater distance. 
The whistle of the mouth sug- 


gested the tube whistle or reed, 
or of a ollowed stick. 

The wind instruments (horn) 
were suggested from the whistle 
of the mouth with the hands plac- 
ed around lips forming a bell to 
produce a bigger tone.

Of late years there 
has been a heavy demand for extrac- 
ted honey, and a colony will produce 
more extracted honey than comb- 
honey, requiring less attention from 
the beekeeper. On account of the 
fragjle nature of comb-honey it does 
not ship so well as extracted honey. 
The higher price that comb honey 
brings is nog always high enough to 
compensate for these disadvantages. 
But, for many who keep only a few 
colonies, comb honey production ts 
more attractive than extracted hon- 
ey production becarse it is a clean, 
job and requires less expensive equip 
ment and it is a pleasure toprodude 
sections of honey comb the finest pro 
duct of the apiary.

HEN a horse has been pro- 
perly fitted for hard 
work, the collar fits pro- 
perly and the driver ob- 

reasonable precautions to

horse has not been prepared for 
work, or the collar does not fit pro- 
perly, or the driver is careless, trou- 
ble is very [lable to occur. When 


the horse has a long coat of hair in 
the spring it is good practice to clip 
the parts with which the collar comes 
in contact, 4s a preventive measure. 
In fact, in many cases it is wise to 
clip the Whole horse. 

Shoulder troubles are usually caus- 
ed by ill-fitting collars, but in horses 
not accustomed to work, may occur 
even when the collar fits properly. 

The most common shoulder trouble 
is practically a form of scalding. The 
skin beeomes inflamed and tender, 
the hair drops out, and if work be 
continued the parts become raw. This 
is often due to neglect in cleaning 
the face of the collar regularly, also 
thoroughly cleaning the shoulders 
regularly, snd failure to remove the 
collar at meal times to allow the 
shoulders and collar face to become 
dry, and then clean them before put- 
ting the collar on again. For treat- 
ment, a lotion made of one ounce 
each of acetate of lead and sulphate 
of zine in a pint of cold water, is 
probably the best application. This 
should be applied three or four times 
daily, and, if possible, the animal 
should be given rest or worked in a 
breast collar.

Abscesses or tumors may form on 
the shoulder as a result of pressure 
of the collar. One form of this trou- 
ble appears suddenly, A swelling of 
considerable size is noticed, It is not 
very tender or sore to pressure, and 
is found to be soft and fluctuating 
when handled. This is called a “ser- 
ous” abscess. it contains a thin 
fluid, about the consistency of water 
ealled “serum” whichis situated just. 
beneath the skin. 

Another form appears more slowly. 
The horse evinces pain when pressure 
is put upon the shoulder, and exam- 
ination reveals a swelling. The ani- 
mal can. work and evinces little pain, 
except for a short time after he is 
put to work, until after he is allowed 
to stand for a few minutes. The

This 
contains pus or matter, and is called 
a purulent abscess. Treatment in 
either case consists in making a free 
incision through the walls of the ab- 
scess at the lowest part, to allow free 
escape of the contents, and then 
flushing out well three or four times 
daily until healed, with a five per 
cent. solution in water, of-one of the 
coal tar antiseptics or carbolic acid. 
In this case the patient must have 
rest, or be worked in a breast collar. 

Another condition from _ like 
causes is a fibrous tumor. This forms 
slowly, is more or less sore, in fact 
acts much the ‘same as a purulent 
abscess. In some cases it is not pus- 
sible to’ diagnose definitely between 
a tumor and a purulent abscess with 
very thick walls, without exploring.

The January just ended goers on 
record as the coldest since the Weath- 
er Bureau was established at Torcento 
in 1840. . The average temperature for 
the month was 12 7 degrees above zero 
‘The January of 1857 ran the 1020) ree. 
ord-breaker n close second. In 1857! 
the record for January was 125, or 
just one decimal point higher than the 
pre-ent. : 

The average temperature for Jann- 

ary, taking inte account the whole SO 
years of record keeping, is 21.8. 
‘The January just closed was there- 
fore 9.1 degrees below the average. 
which is a record rarely attained. It 
is very rarely indeed that any month 
is more than 5 degrees higher or lower 
than the normal. 

Saturday was the coldest dav of the 
month just ‘closed, The mercury!

PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 


Bird Sanctuaries to Be Created for 
Their Preservation. 


In the year before the war, that is 


to say, in 1913, a committee Was ap- | 
pointed by the Rt. Hon. Reginald 


MeKenna, then British Home Secre- | 


tary, to inquire into the working of 


the World Birds Protection Act, and | 


tg consider whether any amendment: 
of the law “or improvement in its 
administration was required. The 
committee set to work at once, and 
had almost completed its investiga- 
tions when the outbreak of the war 
prevented further progress, with the 
result that the report has only re- 
cently been published. Its appéar- 
anee is another welcome indication 
of a return to more normal condi- 
tions, and the committee’s statement 
should give great impetus to a moeve- 
ment which has been gaining in pub- 
Nic) favor for many years. 

The report is, for the most part, 
a particularly encouraging one. As 
the result of fifty years of wild bird 
protection, the bird life of the coun- 
try has, it appears, considerably  in+ 
creased, whilst the committee has to 
report a growing recognition 
throughout the country. that the in- 
discrimnate capture and destruction 
of birds and the taking of their eggs 
is no longer permissible. This in it- 
self is, of course, an important point 
gained, and that it should be follow- 
ed, ag it evidently is being followed, 
by an increasing interest in wild 
birds was inevitable. Private in- 
dividuals and societies are, the re- 
port states, doing very excellent 
work, by creating bird sanctuaries 
for the preservation of disappearing 
species or the re-establishment of 
those that have already disappeared; 
and it is particularly gratifying to 
find the committee recommending 
that the state should’ help.in, this 


work. The question of a small sub-’} 


sidy from the state to assist in the 
provision of watchers in public sanc- 
tuaries should, the committee thinks, 
be sympathetically considered. 

Then, as anyone who had any 
knowledge of the situation would 
have expected, the committee lays 
particular stress upon the import- 
ance of enforcing the existing laws. 
It wisely rejects the temptation to 
complicate the law by the “creation 
of a large number of petty offences,” 
but insists it should be clearly laid 
down that it is the duty of the auth- 
orities to enforce the law, and that 
additiorial powers, where necessary, 
should be given them to this end. No 
amount of legislation is, of course, of 
much use unless its enforcement is 
secured, and the more conscientious- 
ly it is enforced in this instance, the 
more rapid will be the growth of that 
public opinion against bird destruc- 
tion, of all kinds, which must ulti- 
mately. render special legislation on’ 
the subject unnecessary. 

This is, perhaps, particularly true 
in the case of the periodically resus- 
citated fashion, of using feathers for 
personal adornment, On this point 
the committee is quite emphatic,’and 
maintains that it is eminently desir- 
able. that all practical measures 
should be taken for ‘the ‘suppressiqn 
of the traffic in the feathers of those 
wild birds which are now destroyed 
merely for their plumage, and in- 
sists that the only satisfactory meth- 
od of attaining this end is to secure 
an international agreement by which 
the importation of such feathers 


- “will be prohibited by all civilized 


countries.”” Such an agreement is in- 
deed eminently desirable, and there 
can be little doubt that public opin- 
ion. is already sufficiently strong in 
its favor to secure its consummation. 
No comment on the committee’s 
report, however short, would be com- 
plete without a very special welcome 
being accorded to the recommenda- 
tion “‘that immediate steps should 
be taken to provide suitable perches 
on all lighthouses on and around the 
coast of the United Kingdom.” 


Value of the Rainbow. 


While it is true that the beautiful 
colors displayed by the rainbow are, 
due to the passage of light through 
raindrops, the popular conception. 
that the drops are directly in line 
between the sun and the bow 4s in- 
correct. The light enters the rain- 
drop and is refracted back to form 
the bow. In this passage through the 
drop the different colors are produc- 
ed which, blended; make our ordin- 
ary white light. 

Two persons standing side by side 
see two different bows,-though they 
present the same appearance.

that light thus separated into its: com- 
ponent parts had a story of great 
interest to tell. By passing lizht 
through carefully prepared prisms

‘came possible to trace and identify 
the substance incandescent at the 
source of light. Thus by spectrum 
analysis not only the sun’s light but 
aiso that of the stars as well is made 


to tell: the story of the material of 


which they are composed.

This practice of fall 
plowing ensures the decay of the sod 
and manure and provides a good sup 
ply of humus; which is so useful in 
keeping the soil moist, and at the 
same time allows for the prepara- 
tion of plant foods in forms avail- 
able for the use of.the crop. Spring 
dressings of manure are not desir- 
able, as théy tend to encourage the 
development of scab. 
As is well recognized, soils differ 
greatly as to their productiveness—

manured clover sod as described we 
should consider 350 to 700 pounds 
of 3:9:6 commercial fertilizer would 
represent the limits that may be 
deemed desirable and profitable. This 
would mean an application of nitro- 
gen 10% to 21 pounds, of phos- 
phoric acid 311% to 63 pounds, and 
of potash 21 to 42 poonds per acre, 
If the ingredients are purchased ra- 
ther than the ready mixed fertilizers 
(generally the more eCgnomical plan 
the amounts would be nitrate of soda 
75 to 150 pounds, superphosphate 
200 to 400. pounds and sulphate of 
potash 40 to 80 pounds per acre. On 
light and very poor soils _ scantily 
manured the maximum amounts here 
given may be somewhat raised, dress 
ings to 100 pounds or more per acre 
frequently proving profitable. For 
soils rich in nitrogen as from clover 
and liberal manuring, the nitrogen 
in the above recommendations may 
be cut down one third. On clay, 
loams the potash may likewise be 
reduced one third. 

It is considered good practice by 
many experienced potato growers to 
supply a part of the nitrogen in the 
form of an organic nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer as dried food. As both fer- 
tilizars. rontain ‘approximately the 
same percentage : of nitrogen this 
May readily be done by replacing 
half the nitrate of soda in the above 
recommendations by an equal weight

CANADIAN STOCKYARDS ARE 
DEMOCRATICALLY CONTROLLED 


Stockyards in Canada furnish an 
instance gf at least one thing we do 
better than in the United States. Ours 
are ‘far more, democratically con- 
trolled. They are under the control 
of the Dominion Minister df Agricul- 
ture. Regulations in the public in-

While the stockyards are natur- 
ally operated by companies concern- 
‘ed in making them paying businesses 
they cannot, be opened until after 
close scrutiny for construction and 
equipment by an inspector of the de- 
partment, and when opened must ‘be 
run in conformity with written regu- 
lations approved by the minister, 
Any yard not 80 conforming ‘shall be 
at once closed. The Minister, more 
over, is given wide powers, for he 
alone can decide what constitutes @ 
stoeékyard under the Act. 

These regulations safeguard the 
public in their ‘direct control over 
the health of the animals intended 
for human consumption and. they 
generally raise the level of cleanli- 
ness andhumaneness in the handling 
of stock. Only publicly recognized 
brandings and markings are allowed 
so that from the first different dif- 
ferent qualities of meat animals are 
kept apart.

ECURING suitable soll or com- 
post for all features of fai- 
culture or horticulture Ww a 
very important matter if the 

best results are to be obtained. 
The best basia for all ordinary pot- 
ting soile is well-rotted, tough, fib- 
rous sod, taken from loamy or hight 
clay loam soils. Sod from an old 
pasture field, or-from> the: roadside, 
from where the grass has been kept 


fed or cut down constantly, will. give. 


the closest growing sod, with lots of 
fibrous roots attached. These fibrous 
roots are one of the very necessary 
essentials in potting soile to keep 
the soil open and friable. The sod 
should not be cut from heavy clay 
soils, or where noxious weeds, espe- 
cially “couch,” “spear” or “twitch” 


grass is growing. The sod should 
not be cut from near pine or cedar 
trees as the turpentine in the leaves 
or pinnae of these trees in very de- 
trimental to plant life. it is also 
best not to cut the sod from very 
swamp soil. Well-rotted barnyard 
manure such as from an oid hot bed, 
or cow manure, are both good ferti- 
liers to use for a soil compost. Horse 
manure alone is not a good fertilizer 
for a compost. About one-third horse 
manure and the balance cow manure 
will be suitable. Late In autumn or 
early spring is tHe best time to pre- 
pare the soil compost, autumn $pre- 
ferred. 

How to Prepare.—The sod should 
be cut about four inches thick, and 
about eight to ten inches square. it 
should be-stacked out of doors in an 
out-of-the-way part of the garden or 
grounds. A space six or eight feet 
long by five or six feet wide would 
be a good supply, for a small green- 
house, or for a few hot beds for a 
year or two. Start by placing one 
layer of sod packed close together 
with the grass side downward over 
the space selected. Then add a se- 
cond and third layer on top of the 
first layer. About four or five inches 
in depth of either of the fertilizers 
mentioned should now be spread 
evenly over the third jJayer of sod, 
Another three layers of god should 
then be placed on top of the ferti- 
lizer as before. Then another layer 
of the fertilizer as: before, and so on 
until the pile is four or five feet in 
height. About two inches in depth of 
soil should be placed on top of the 
pile to finish off with. Place some 
wire netting or brushwood (not pine 
or cedar) all over the top of the pile 
to keep off chickens or animals. Keep 
the pile quite level while building, 
and draw’ it in slightly snarrower to- 
ward the top. It should be flat on 
the top when finished. It may be 
necessary to give the pile one,or two 
good soakings with water after it is 
finished, or during dry weather ib 
summer, to hasten decomposition. in 
six to eight months it should be ready 
for use and will keep in good condi- 
tion for about two years. .. 

Preparing for Use.—When ready 
for use, trim or slice down, with a 
sharp spade, the quantity required 


from top to bottom of the pile 80 a5 


to secure the proper proportions of 
soil and fertilizer, For potting pur- 
poses this’ should be put through a 
coarse sieve having a %,-inch mesh. 
All the decayed fibrous part and the 
fertilizer, should be worked through 
the sieve, The partly decayed fibrous 
or .organic matter that will not pass 
through the sieve readily should be 
chopped or pulled finely to pieces and 
put into the soil, Ht at all decom-~ 
posed. : 

Tempering or Mixing Solls.—If the 
soil is of a heavy clay loamy nature 
about one part sand should be mixed 
at the time of using, with eight or 
nine parts of the sod compost for re- 
potting purposes, for planis such as 
geraniums, roses, chrysanthemums 
and similar plants. If the soil the 
sod is taken from 1s of a light 
loamy nature, a very Jitue sand, if 
any, will be required. 

For Begonias, -Coleus, 
(Arum Lilies), Gloxinia, 


Callas 
Salvia, 


Ferns and similar plants one part of 


leaf soil, (voited leaves) or black soil 
from the bush (decayed leaves), may 
be added to the compost and sand 
before mentioned. Biack leaf soil 
from the.bush alone does not make 
a good potting som for but very few 
plants, it shouid be mixed with other 
soil as Slated, . 

Substitute Potting Soil.—A good 
substitute potting soll orcom post may 
be made by mixing about seven or 
eight. parts of good, light, loamy Bar- 
den soil, or loamy sub-soil laken 
from ungernegth sod, with one part 
sand and one part leaf soil as before 
mentioned, mixed well together. One 
part of dry cow manure, which can 
be secnred from the fields where 
cows have pastured, or one part of 
pulverized sheep manure should be 
added as a terulizer for this substi- 
tute pouing soil. The pulverized 
prepared sheep bianure can be pur- 
chased at almost ail large seed stores 
at the rate of about $2 per 100 
pounus. Or about one pound of fine 
bone meal or bone flour to each 
bushel of soil may be used as a aub- 
stitute fertilizer to those named.
